New Wollaston Station Opens 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The new, state-of-the-art 
Wollaston MBTA station is 
now open, 20 months after it 
closed for renovations. 

The station opened anew 
the morning of Aug. 16. It 
had been closed since Janu- 
ary 2018, when the MBTA 
began its $36 million proj- 
ect to renovate the Red Line 
stop. 

Wollaston  station- first 
opened in 1971 and had 
been the only station on the 


Red Line that was not in 
compliance with the Ameri- 
cans with Disabilities Act. 
The new station complies 
with those requirements and 
includes three new elevators 
and accessible bathrooms. 
“Wollaston has _ been 
transformed into a modern, 
fully accessible transit facil- 
ity, making the entirety of 
the Red Line 100-percent 
accessible,” MBTA spokes- 
man Joe Pesaturo said. 
Other features include 


two new escalators, two ad- 
ditional stairways and new 
pedestrian paths to, from, 
and inside the new station, 
including a new pedestrian 
bridge, and two new sets 
of fare gates to help reduce 
lines in the station. New 
electrical, fire protection, se- 
curity, flooding mitigation, 
and site utility upgrades will 
also occur to support the ac- 
cessible improvements.

Crane Worker ‘On Top Of The World’ In Quincy 


212-Feet Above The

Michael Salvador, Jr. 
drives about 40 miles to get 
to his job in Quincy. ~ 

But his commute really 
starts when he gets here. 

Salvador, age 47, is the 
crane operator for G & C 
Concrete, the Haverhill- 
based company erecting the 
concrete shell for the Chest- 
nut Place development on a 
portion of the former Han- 
cock Municipal Parking Lot 
in Quincy Center. G & C is 
a subcontractor for the proj- 
, ect’s general contractor, Lee 
Kennedy. 

Once complete, the 
15-story, $80 million, 100 
percent union project will 
be the highest building in 
Quincy and South Shore re- 
gion. It will stand roughly 
double the height as the 
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The South Shore 


nearby iconic Granite Trust 
Building, the longtime 
downtown landmark. 

No one has asbetter per- 
spective of the blossoming 
Chestnut Place as it contin- 
ues to reach skyward with 


each passing week than Sal- 


vador. 

After he parks his car in a 
lot a half mile away from the 
construction site, the Som- 
erset resident walks to the 
construction site where he 
prepares for the last leg of 
his commute. Using a series 
of 20-foot safety ladders, he 
carefully and methodically 
climbs the 212-foot crane 
rung-by-rung until he reach- 
es his office for the day: 
an enclosed cab positioned 
atop the crane. 

While climbing a struc- 
ture that is nearly as high 
as the Bunker Hill Monu- 
ment may seem daunting for 
most, for Salvador he takes 
it all in stride. 

“I’m not afraid of heights 
so to me climbing up the 
crane is no different than 
walking down the road,” 
he says one early morning 
before his ascent. “It’s just 
something that I am used to 
doing. I’ve been doing it for 
21 years now.” 

Salvador went through 
extensive training to be- 
come a certified crane op- 
erator. 

“I! did a four-year train- 
ing program with Interna 
tional Union of Operating 
Engineers Local 4. It was 
a four-year apprentice 
ship program,” he explains.

Chan -said a new data 
privacy bill, based on one 


. approved previously in 


California, is now pending 
before the committee. Chan 
said he is watching how 
the California law is imple- 
mented. 

“We actually have an in- 
teresting data bill...based 
on a California — privacy 
bill,” Chan said. California 
passed this monstrous digi- 
tal privacy bill: The reason 
they did it is because they 


- are a ballot-petition state 


also. In their state, if they 
don’t pass a law before -a 
petition is certified, it goes 
on a ballot, so they passed 
the data protection bill in 
six days with no review, no 
outside input...and put the 
implementation day for one 
year. 

“We’re now kind of 
watching to see how Cali- 
fornia responds to their bro- 
ken law — and they: admit 
it is broken. They are not 
shying [away] from the fact 
that this was done to avoid 
a ballot question. So, we’re 
kind of monitoring that situ- 
ation.” 

Chan is also watching 
what is happening in Wash- 
ington state, where lawmak- 
ers are also considering a 
data privacy bill. Chan is 
particularly interested in 
what Washington does be- 
cause the state is home to 
Amazon and Microsoft; 


Google has a large presence _ 


in the Evergreen State as 
well. 

“Washington state re- 
cessed before they finished 
theirs,” Chan said. “Why are 
we looking at Washington 
state? It’s because that is a 
state with a lot of tech com- 
panies — Google, Amazon 
and Microsoft are all based 
in Washington state — so if 
there are any information 
and digital privacy issues, 
we are curious how literally 
the state’ with the most data 
companies in one place re- 
sponds. 

“We’re kind of monitor- 
ing some other situations 
around the country before 
we do anything ourselves to 
see what is happening there. 
I don’t anticipate doing a lot 


of legislation this year, but 
I do have us doing a lot of 
monitoring.” 

The committee is also 
looking at the state’s regu- 
lations concerning the sale 


and distribution of alcohol, 


Chan said. 

“We still have a debate 
regarding beer distribu- 
tors versus craft brewers 
and the so-called ability 
for craft brewers to break 
their contracts with distribu- 
tors,” Chan said. “It really 
becomes an issue of busi- 
nesses contracted with other 
businesses to do business 
and while everybody wants 


“their alcohol, no one. re- 


ally thinks about how it gets 
there.” 

“The industry here oper- 
ates in a three-tier system 
— manufacturer, distributor 
and retail. It’s been that way 
since prohibition,” Chan 
added. “We have quota sys- 
tems — how many licenses 
are allowed in each com- 
munity based on population. 
We have strict guidelines 
regarding the import of al- 
cohol and how it’s done. We 
allow small breweries and 
wineries to actually self- 
distribute locally. 

“We have a lot of issues 
ranging from how alcohol 
is distributed all the way to 


self-distribution all the way 


to the dispute about how we 
do quota licenses all the way 
to issues regarding econom- 
ic-development zones ver- 
sus shopping plazas. We’re 
starting to talk about beer 
gardens in_ Boston...and 
one-day licenses.” 

He has set up two sub- 
committees — one to look 


at creating a new class of 


licenses for shopping malls 
and the other to look at one- 
day licenses and beer gar- 
dens. 

“I created two subcom- 
mittees. I created a subcom- 
mittee for Jay Livingstone 
and three other guys to look 
at the shopping plaza, eco- 
nomic development issue, 
and I had Jon Zlotnik in his 
subcommittee take on the 
beer gardens and one-day 
licenses and find out what 
is really going on with both 
of them because I’m hearing 
stories of different kinds of 


abuse regarding those one- 
day licenses and how they 
are being issued,’ Chan 
said. 

“It bypasses the normal 
system, so if you’re a res- 
taurant owner and you de- 
cided to get a liquor license 
and you spend in Boston 
$350,000 to get your license 
and you open your busi- 
ness up...and next door .a 
beer garden opens up, pays 
$100 to Boston and gets to 


be open for 30 days because. 


they are a beer garden, how 
do you feel? It shouldn’t 
be hard for the ‘public to 
figure out you wouldn’t be 
happy, but the guys drink- 
ing the beer, do they care? 
Of course, they don’t care, 
because it’s not their prob- 
lem, but it is a problem for 
those businesses. The beer 


-gardens could threaten the 


businesses who went about 
it the right way.” 
Chan also noted the Su- 
preme Court earlier this year 
struck down a Tennessee law 
that barred non-residents 
from. obtaining retail alco- 
hol licenses. Chan wants to 
see what impact that ruling 
has in Massachusetts. 
“There is no longer a res- 
idency requirement to apply 
for an alcohol license,” he 
said. “Currently you have 
to live in the state of Mas- 
sachusetts to get an alcohol 
license in Massachusetts in 
a city or town. That is gone, 


_ 80 you camlive in New York, 


come across the border and 
get a license. You can live in 
California and come to Mas- 
sachusetts to get an alcohol 
license. 

“T’m still evaluating what 
the impact will be in the in- 
dustry, because I don’t know. 
what the impact is yet. Does 
it negatively impact the in- 
dustry? Does it involve a 
whole lot of out-of-staters 
coming in to get licenses 
that they just sit on?” 

Chan said his commit- 
tee also. has oversight over 
the some of the state’s gam- 
bling laws, such as those 
for horseracing. He is wait- 
ing to see. if anyone comes 
forward with plans to open 
a new race track, following 
the end of horse racing at 
Suffolk Downs.

“We are waiting to see if 
anything pops up to fill the 
void in the industry in Mas- 
sachusetts and whether or 
not that is going to happen,” 
he said. 

Chan noted the Legisla- 
ture recently voted to allow 
simulcasting to continue 
through Jan. 15, 2020, and 
he is waiting to see if the 
state’s two casinos seek per- 
mission for simulcasting. 

“Plainridge race course is 
open for business today be- 
cause the simulcasting law 
has been extended,” he stat- 
ed. “We’re also watching 
to see...Encore and MGM, 
whether or not they want si- 
mulcast horse racing or dog 
racing down the road.”

“Online lottery is one of 
the things that continues to 
be a debate in the commit- 
tee level, trying to figure 
what is the negative impact 
it would have on our neigh- 
borhogd stores,” Chan said. 
“We have a high density of 
stores and bars with lottery 
products, so [if] we go on- 
line, what is the direct -im- 
pact. 

“They keep pointing to 
other states, but the penetra- 
tion of lottery in [Massachu- 
setts] is significantly higher 
than any state regarding 
accessibility at the human 
level, thé person-to-person 
level, and of .course stores 
receive extra money if 
there is a winning ticket at 
their store, which incentiv- 


- izes them to not screw it up, 


don’t do anything wrong, 
run. a good business, and it 
basically keeps the cost of 
the lottery low because they 
are independent contrac- 
tors.” 

The Supreme Court in 
May 2018 struck down a 
federal law that prohibited 
betting on sports’ in all but 
four states - Delaware, Mon- 
tana, Nevada and Oregon. 
Several states have moved 
to legalize sports betting 
since that ruling, includin 
Rhode Island. = 

Chan said the Legisla- 
ture’s economic develop- 
ment committee would be 
handling the matter of sports 
gambling. “The conversa- 
tion continues. I do not have 
a timeline and I do not know 
what the plan looks. like,” 
Chan said. “The Legislature 
is in research mode.” 

Chan said it is too soon

Says Squantum Point Not Viable For Ferry Service 


With all due respect to 
state Rep. Bruce Ayers, his 
recent formal ask of the 
MBTA to iriclude surplus 
Squantum Point parking ca- 
pacity and the just restored 
after two months of down- 
time local ferry boat service 
as ways to help mitigate the 
disruption arising from Red 
Line reconstruction projects 
is way too little too late as 
well as variously fraught 
with errata. 

For starters, the origi- 
nal MBTA plans for the air 
rights development at its 
North Quincy station in- 
cluded the expectation that 
parking capacity lost during 
construction would be offset 
elsewhere by the private de- 
veloper who won the bid to 
develop the air rights. 

While at one point there 
was talk of setting up shut- 
tle service between the one 
time MWRA outhaul park- 
ing lot in Squantum Point 
and North Quincy station, 
this plan quickly went away. 
Instead, the T inexplicably 
later decided to essentially 
as well as curiously count 
the residual spaces left 
available at Wollaston sta- 
tion during its reconstruc- 
tion as new mitigation park- 
ing capacity.

manage to travel a few miles. 
per gallon. . 

Granted, commuting on 

a bus can entail time idling 
while struck in traffic; how- 
ever, local ferry ridership 
has long averaged much less 
than available capacity.

Cauliflower is a member of the crucifer- 
ous vegetable family and is also a power- 
house of nutrition, containing a high amount 
of vitamin C, fiber, and B6 just to name a 
few. Tahini is made from ground sesame 
seeds and has more calcium per serving 
than a serving of milk (about 4 times.more). 

Nutritional yeast is jam packed with nec- 
essary B vitamins and is very important for 
vegans to add to their diet so they do not 
become deficient. 

I am not a vegan, but choose to prepare 
more dairy free recipes due to their exten- 
sive health benefits, excellent taste, and a 
healthier digestive system in general (with 
no bloat and yucky tired feeling.) This is 
easy once you get the hang of it. 


Creamy Cauliflower Vegan Alfredo 


% cup raw cashews, soaked % hour in 
boiling hot water 

¥ cup brazil nuts, soaked as above 

A small head of cauliflower, chopped 
into florets — about 3 cups or so 

2 small shallots, chopped 

3 cloves of garlic, chopped 


Sea salt and pepper 
% cup filtered water 


4 cup nutritional yeast 

A handful of parsley (to garnish) 

Cooked pasta (I use gluten free, and I 
love Jovial brand for the elbows) 


Steam your cauliflower florets for 5-7 
minutes, or until fork tender. 

As cauliflower_is steaming, sauté your 
garlic and shallots. Heat 1 tablespoon of 
olive oil over medium-low heat in a small 
skillet. 

Add in garlic and shallots and sauté for 
5 or so minutes, until garlic is fragrant and 
golden. 

While garlic/shallots are being sautéed 
and the cauliflower is steaming, drain and 
rinse your soaked nuts. Add them to the 
base of a high speed blender, along with 4 
cup filter water and blend on high until nuts 
are creamy and broken down. 

Add in steamed cauliflower, garlic/shal- 
lots, tahini, lemon juice, nutritional yeast, 
and salt and pepper. Blend on high speed 
until alfredo sauce is completely creamy — 
about a minute or two. 

Pour about a % cup or so alfredo sauce 
over your cooked pasta and stir to combine. 
Add in more Alfredo until you’ve reached 
the sauciness you’d like, 


Gently warm noodles in pot if needed. 


Divide pasta into bowls and garnish with a 
bit of black pepper, nutritional yeast, and 
chopped parsley. 

I also like to add in steamed broccoli flo- 
rets or peas as well!

A Message From Ruth Jones, City Of Quincy Health Commissioner

We all do it. 

Bowel movements might 
not be the most appealing 
topic, but there’s a lot to 
learn from this routine, yet 
puzzling, process. In the end 
(pun intended), it’s merely 
a normal part of our body 
functions. 

So, precisely, what is 
poop (a.k.a. stool, bowel 
movement)? It’s predomi- 
nantly undigested food, 
proteins, bacteria, salts, and 
other substances that are 
produced and discharged by 
intestines. While everyone 
is unique in the size, shape, 
and odor of their movement, 
there are factors that indi- 
cate a healthy or unhealthy 
bowel movement. Healthy 
stools can vary however 
there are a few general rules 
to follow in assessing your 
bowel movement for opti- 
mum health: 

* Color - Brown coloring 
is considered normal. Bili- 
rubin, which is a pigment 
compound formed from the 
breakdown of red blood 
cells in the body, gets the 
credit for this. 

e Shape - A somewhat 
log-like shape is how most 
stools should come out due 


to its formation within the . 


intestines. However, there 


are a variation of shapes 
and when they differenti- 
ate from the normal shape, 
that’s when your bowel is 
trying to tell you something 
may be up. 

¢ Size - Movements 
shouldn’t come out in small 
pellets but instead should be 
a couple inches in length, 
comfortable and easy to 
pass. 

* Consistency - Any- 
where between a firm and 
soft consistency is pretty 
much normal. If it sways 
one way or another, it could 
Suggest some digestion or 
fiber issues. 

* Length of time it 
takes - A healthy movement 
should ‘be easy to: pass and 
take only a minute to expel. 
As a general rule, it should 
take no more than 10 to 15 
minutes. 

¢ Frequency - On aver- 
age, a person with healthy 
digestion will have a move- 
ment anywhere between ev- 
ery other day to three times 
a day. 

The Bristol Stool Scale is 
an indicator of how and why 
different types of move- 
ments look or feel a certain 


way. It’s divided into seven 


categories and is basic and 
easy to understand. 
Type 1 
¢ Appearance: Hard and 
separate little lumps that 


look like nuts and are hard 


_ to pass 


* Indicates: These ‘ lit- 
tle pellets typically mean 
you’re constipated. _It 
shouldn’t happen frequent- 
ly. 

Type 2 

¢ Appearance: 
shaped but lumpy 

* Indicates: This. is an- 
other sign of constipation 
that shouldn’t happen fre- 
quently. 


Log- 


Type 3 
* Appearance: Log- 
shaped with some cracks on 
the surface 
* Indicates: This is the 
gold standard of stools, es- 


pecially if it’s somewhat, 


soft and easy to pass. 
Type 4 

* Appearance: Smooth 
and snake-like 

* Indicates: Doctors also 
consider this as normal that 
should happen every one to 
three days. 

Type 5 

* Appearance: These are 
small, like the first ones, but 
soft and easy to pass. The 
blobs also have clear cut 
edges. 

* Indicates: This type 
means you are lacking fiber 
and should find ways to add 
some to your diet through 
cereal or vegetables.

Type 7 

¢ Appearance: Com- 
pletely watery with no solid 
pieces. 

* Indicates: This means 
your stool moved through 
your bowels very quick- 
ly and didn’t form into a 
healthy movement. 

As with size and consis- 
tency, a stool’s color can be 
a helpful signal about what’s 
going on within your body. 
As previously mentioned, 
varying shades of brown are 
what’s considered the norm. 
Even a hint of green is con- 
sidered healthy. But if your 
movement is veering toward 
other shades, you might 
want to have it checked. 

Black - If you've had 
licorice, iron supplements, 
or bismuth medications that 
could be the explanation be- 
hind black stool. Otherwise, 
black stools could be a sign 
of bleeding in the upper gas- 
trointestinal tract. 

Green - Hints of green 
are actually rather normal. 
But if it turned from brown 
to full green, it means one 


ragged 


of two things; either you’ ve 
eaten lots of green foods 
like spinach, or your stools 
are passing through you too 
quickly. When it doesn’t 
pick up as much of the 
brown-tinting bilirubin, it 
has more bile salts resulting 
in this color. 

Pale, white, or clay- 
colored - If your stool is a 
chalky shade, it may mean 
you're lacking bile. Bile is 
a digestive fluid that comes 
from your liver and gall- 
bladder, so if you’re produc- 
ing white stool, it probably 
means your duct is blocked. 
Pale stools could also be a 
side-effect of certain medi- 
cations like anti-diarrhea 
medicine. 

Red - Red stool can 
mean bleeding, either from 
hemorrhoids or in the lower 
intestinal tract. Less-serious 
reasons for the change in 
color can be from eating 
beets, cranberries, red gela- 
tin, or tomato juice. 

Yellow - Greasy, yellow 
stool is typically a sign of 
too much fat. This could 
also be a direct relation to a 
malabsorption disorder like 
celiac disease, where your 
body isn’t absorbing enough 
nutrients.

When changes in color 
or consjstency continue for 
more than a few days you 
should take talk to a health- 
care provider. Chronic con- 
stipation can obstruct the 
bowels, while chronic diar- 
rhea can make it difficult 
for a person to absorb nec- 
essary nutrients from food. 
Both could even be a sign 
for more serious conditions. 
Pay attention to any signs of 
blood. If you haven’t eaten 
any of the foods, described 
above, that could possibly 
turn your stool this color, 
you should see a doctor im- 
mediately. Our poop can 
provide a wealth of knowl- 
edge about our health and 
ourselves. So next time you 
go take note of what’s hap- 
pening. Your toilet bowl 
could be a window into your 
health.

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How Is My Benefit 


Amount Determined?

Dear Rusty: I am 60 years old. I have worked full-time 
since age 22. I am thinking about working part-time ages 
62-65. When I start collecting my social security benefit 
sometime after age 65, will my monthly amount be based on 
only the last few years of my working? Can you please ex- 
plain how my monthly amount will be determined? Signed: 
Planning My Future 

Dear Planning: I admire that you’re thinking ahead to 
your retirement years and I’m happy to clarify this for you. 
Your Social Security benefit, when you claim it, will be 
based upon the highest earning 35 years of your lifetime 
working career (not only the last few years). To determine 
your benefit, Social Security will take your entire record of © 


‘lifetime earnings, adjust each-year for inflation, and select 


the 35 years in which you had the highest earnings. 

After totaling those years they’ll divide by 420 (the 
number of months in 35 years) to determine your “aver- 
age indexed monthly earnings” (AIME). They then break 
your AIME into several parts (using what’s known as “bend 
points”) and then take a percentage of each part and add it up 
to arrive at what’s called your “primary insurance amount” 
or “PIA.” The “bend point” values change each vont, but for 
2019 they are $926 and $5,583. 

To compute your benefit, the formula will take 90% of 
the first $926 of your AIME; 32% of your AIME between 
$926 and $5,583; and 15% of any amount of your AIME 
over $5,583. The product of those three computations are 
added together to arrive at your PIA. 

Your PIA is the amount you will get at your full retire- 
ment age, or your “FRA,” which for you (born in 1959) 
is 66 years and 10 months. If you claim any earliet than 
your FRA, your benefit will be reduced - about 29% if © 
claimed at 62. If you wait beyond your FRA the benefit will 
be more - 8% more for each year you delay, up to age 70 
when maximum is reached. At age 70 your benefit will be 
about 25% more than it would be at your FRA. But a note 
of caution: any benefit estimates you have now from Social 
Security assume you'll keep earning at your current level 
until you reach your FRA, so if you work part-time starting 
at age 62 your benefit amounts will be less than those shown 
in the current estimates. 

Finally, the above applies to your own individual SS re- 


- tirement benefit from your own lifetime work record. If you

Can you please give me some ideas to update my 
condo balcony? I’d like to begin with the concrete floor.

For this project, you want to keep in mind not only aes- - 
thetics but also cost, durability, safety, climate suitability, 
and activity level. There are many options from do-it-your- 
self to professionally installed solutions. 

To save the cost of labor, there are interlocking decking 
tiles and other tiles made of rubber, foam, carpet, and artifi- 
cial grass you can install yourself. 

Otherwise, outdoor carpet runs from $.31 to about $6.50 
per square foot or artificial grass from $.42 to about $50 per 
square foot at Home Depot. As with most choices, you get 
what you pay for and since a balcony is typically a small 
space, don’t “cheap out.” 

A popular choice has always been pressure-treated, nat- 
ural wood decking. You can paint or stain your balcony 
any color but this does require annual cleaning and sealing 
every few years. The wood choice is more affordable than 
today’s composite decking but this pricey option is made of 
recycled materials, durable, virtually maintenance-free, and 
comes in many color and pattern options. 

Outdoor patio tiles can be made of ceramic, porcelain, 
quarry stone, terracotta, or travertine. Construction and 
sales professionals will help you choose those that are rec- 
ommended for New England winters, slip and scratch resis- 
tant, and appropriate for family activity levels. According 
to flooring.com, they can range from $1 per square foot for 
ceramic to $50 per square foot for slate. 

If you don’t mind the concrete you currently have as a 
base, it can be painted, stenciled, stained, or stamped for a 
new look. 

Finally, spend $25 more to string lights along the balcony 
railing for another quick update. On my balcony, I painted 
the dark metal panels and wooden railing a medium beige 
(to match my outdoor carpet which is seven years old and 
looks brand new!) and strung outdoor holiday lights as well 
as a string of larger bulb lights I bought at a local hardware * 
store, and I — as well as my guests- love the look.

Campeche Chair --- This 
Mexican chair with its 
leather sling seat is known 
as a Campeche chair. The 
style was inspired by a 
Roman magistrate’s chair, 
which had a similar shape 
and sloping seat that was 
considered very restful. 
More recent Campeche 
chairs were made in the 
19th century in Latin 
America, the Caribbean, 
Spain, the Balearic Isles 
and other nearby areas, and 
Indonesia. They are named 
for the Bay of Campeche in 
the Gulf of Mexico, or per- 
haps the town of Campeche 
in the Yucatan where they 
were made. 
From 1800 to 1825, many 
of these chairs, sometimes 
called: “plantation chairs,” 
were shipped to New Or- 
leans and used in Southern 
homes. Presidents Thom- 
as “Jefferson and James 
Madison. both had _ sev- 
eral Campeche chairs with 
tooled leather seats. By the 
1830s, there were many 
references to the chairs in 
books and letters. 
This chair has two wood- 
en X-shaped sides held 
together with horizontal 
rails.

“On the job training, 
working as an apprentice 
under the journeymen defi- 
nitely helped me acquire the 
skills that I have today. 

“Heights have never 
bothered me.” 

His typical work day be- 
gins when he arrives on site 
around 6 a.m. He starts his 
climb around 6:30 and 10 to 
15 minutes later he reaches 
the top. Along the way he 
makes safety checks to en- 
sure the crane is in working 
order. 

“As I am climbing up I 
check everything to make 
sure nothing has changed 
and to make sure the crane 
is. safe,” Salvador says. “I 
make sure all the connec- 
tions are as they should be 
while inspecting the crane.” 

After he finishes inspec- 
tions and does a safety re- 
port, he gets in the cab and 
checks out the crane’s lim- 
its, making sure everything 
is safe and operable and 
then he goes to work. 

Once he gets to the top, 
he is there for the day which 
could last 9 or 10 hours. 
Salvador eats his lunch up 
there and takes his bathroom 
breaks there. He uses a cell 
phone and walkie talkie to 
communicate with the other 
15 workers who are on site. 

The crane is considered a 
mini-towey and. has a..capac- 
ity is 1b,000 pounds. — five 
and a half tons. “The further 
Out away from the crane the 
less capacity the crane can 
pick,” he explains. 

“What we are doing heré 
is a concrete cast in place 
job. We are mostly picking 
these tables, plywood, 2 x 
4s, forms, rebar and alot of 
other miscellaneous materi- 
als including a trailet that 
sits above the floor of each 
level that is under construc- 
tion. 

“The crane ‘brought that 
office trailer to the top for 
the iron workers and there 
is another one on the other 
side for the carpenters,” 
Salvador says. “It’s a place 
where they can get out of 
the weather, eat their lunch; 
it has tables and chairs.” 

The shell of the building 
is constructed of concrete 
— not steel. Project devel- 
oper, Peter O’Connell said 
concrete was selected as the 
material of choice because it 
acts as a better sound barrier 
between floors. The floors 
will be separated by nine 
inches of concrete. 

“It’s Class A construc- 
tion,’ O’Connell _ says, 
“which is a whole lot differ- 
ent category than anything 
else. It’s not a wood struc- 
ture — it’s concrete which is 
much more sound proof and 
safe.” 

The crane helps position 
the forms for the concrete. 
Once they are in place, con- 


_ crete is pumped from a truck

on the ground to a pourer 
pump. on top of the build- 
ing. From there the concrete 
is poured into the columns, 
core or slabs. 

The erection of the build- 
ing is on track to be finished 
by mid to late October. 

“We are moving right 
along,” Salvador says. “We 
are pouring about one floor, 
maybe a little bit more, each 
week and there are only 15 


‘floors plus the roof t top so we 


should be done sometime in 
mid to late October.and then 
the crane will come down a 
few weeks after that.” 

Until that time, Salvador 
has the best vantage point in 
Quincy to see the surround- 
ing area. 

The view from the top is 
spectacular. 

“I can see for miles,” he 
says. “I can see all of Boston 
— a panoramic view of the 
city and all its buildings.” 

Asked what his biggest 
challenge is as a crane oper- 
ator, he replies: “It’s not re- 
ally a challenge but the part 
of my job that is a little risky 
is that I have to put a harness 
on and walk out on the boon 
and I have to grease and do 
some maintenance but it’s 
not too difficult for me.” 

Salvador and G & C Con- 
crete have an impressive list 
of projects in their portfolion 
including a 40-story tower 
near TD Garden in Boston, 
a few 30-story buildings, a 


job in the Seaport as well as 


Gillette Stadium, home of 
the New England Patriots in 
Foxboro. 

“I love my job,” he says. 
“Some days I wonder how I 
got such a great job. I work 
with a great group of guys, 
very competent and very 
professional.” 

High above the ground 
in the crane’s cab, Salvador 
says he feels like “I’m sit- 
ting on top, of the world.”
